HE Sacred Heart of Jesus is an inexhaustible treasury 
of grace and mercy. It is likewise a blissful abode of 
peace and love, in which the saints of every age have 
delighted to dwell. It is here they found consolation, 
and even joy, in trials and sufferings, courage to fight 
the battles of life, and new motives daily to labor, to 
live, to shed their blood for the glory of God, for their 

own sanctification and the salvation of souls. It was from this 

Fountainhead of grace that St. Paul drew the ardor of his love, St. 

Augustine the wisdom of his doctrine, St. Lawrence his fortitude in 

martyrdom and St. Aloysius his angelic purity. 

A favorite practice of the saints was to hide themselves in the 
Wounds of our Savior and to dwell in His Sacred Heart. “Let us 
enter into the loving Heart of our Blessed Lord,” invites St. Augustine, 
“and there we shall rest in peace.” St. Bernard knew no greater joy 
than to dwell in the Heart of Jesus. “Oh, how good and blessed a 


thing it is to dwell in this Heart!” he exclaims. “It was for this 





reason His Side was opened, that it might serve as an entrance to His 
Heart. It was for this reason His Heart was wounded, that we might 
dwell therein, far removed from all life’s storms.” St. John Vianney 
thus expresses the burning ardor of his desire to dwell in the Sacred 
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Heart: “O Jesus, I offer Thee my heart; place it in Thine. Jn Thy 
Heart I desire to dwell, and with Thy Heart I desire to love. In this 
Heart I will enkindle the fervor of love which ought to consume my 
own. In It I shall find strength, light, courage and true consolation.” 

St. Bonaventure, St. Francis de Sales, St. Alphonsus Liguori, St. 
Gertrude, St. Mechtilde, St. Teresa, and numberless other saints, give 
similar testimonies of their delight to dwell in the Sacred Heart. Thus 
we see that the secrets of the love of the Sacred Heart were known 
and loved in every age of the Church. 


The Remedy for Our Times 


In earlier ages, however, it was but the chosen few who found 
their love and joy in the Sacred Heart. Divine Providence, which 
bestows a fitting remedy in every time of need, reserved the precious 
gifts of the Sacred Heart for the faithful in general until such time 
as love and faith should have grown cold in the hearts of many, that 
by this means the fire of Divine love might be rekindled. —O blessed 
hope of our times! Let us enter this Divine Mansion of love and seek 
therein the remedy for our coldness and ingratitude, the medicine for 
all our spiritual ills. 

In the Sacred Heart of Jesus, we, too, shall find, with the saints, 
all virtues and sweet consolation. In that “Holy of Holies” we shall 
be filled with ardent love of God, resignation under trials and suffer- 
ings, calm and peace of soul in pain and sorrow, courage to bear the 
sweet yoke of Christ, perseverance till death, and paradise beyond the 
grave. Day by day let us offer every pain, every sorrow, and every 
affliction of our lives, to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, in sympathy for 
Its sufferings and in reparation for our own and others’ sins. With 
St. Augustine let us say: “O Sacred Heart of Jesus, in joy may we 
thank Thee and in pain may we remember Thee. Holy Heart of Jesus, 
take possession of our hearts now and forever. O love of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, inflame our souls with Divine charity, that we may 
think only of Thee, live only for Thee, love Thee alone. O sweetest 
Heart of Jesus, intensify in our souls all the holy virtues that shall 
render us pleasing to Thee in time and in eternity.” 

Let us hide in this Sacred Heart every pain, every difficulty, every 
sorrow and disappointment of our lives, and beg of Him grace to 
bear them with resignation to the holy will of God. Let us daily ask 
of this Divine Heart the grace to overcome every temptation, trial and 
obstacle in the way of salvation. Let us beg His blessing upon every 
undertaking, every act of our lives. In this blessed Sanctuary let us 
dwell, secure amid the dangers and temptations which surround us. 
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How to Make This Heart Your Dwelling 


“But how can I enter and dwell in the loving Heart of Jesus?” 
you will ask. The method is simple. Jt requires but a childlike trust 
in our Savior, and a loving attention to His presence during the day. 
On awakening in the morning, turn to Him with reverent and loving 
confidence, and implore Him to permit you to dwell in His Sacred 
Heart throughout the day. Having entered into the sanctuary of the 
Divine Heart, unite your prayers, sufferings, labors and trials of the 
day with the Divine intentions and dispositions with which this Heart 
prayed, suffered, labored and struggled during the earthly life of Jesus, 
and still continues to pray and sacrifice Itself in the Most Adorable 
Sacrament. If storms of trial and temptation arise, withdraw still 
deeper into this protecting and saving Heart. Often ask yourself during 
the day: “What would the Sacred Heart do in this situation? How 
would Jesus speak, think, act or suffer in my place? Are my thoughts 
and actions in harmony with His Sacred Heart?” And when you retire 
at night, let your last act be, as was that of St. Bonaventure, to enclose 
yourself once more in this Sacred Heart and there take your repose. 

Thus united to our Savior, your life will become conformable to 
His; your thoughts, your words, your actions, will bear the stamp of 
the love of His Sacred Heart. You will become “another Christ,” as 
every Christian ought to be. With St. Paul you will be able to exclaim: 
“T live, now not I, but Christ liveth in me” (Gal. ii. 20). 

But if the thought of our sinfulness oppresses us, and we feel 
utterly unworthy to enter into this Abode of Divine Love, let us place 
ourselves at the door—the Wound in the Sacred Heart — like the 
lame man at the Beautiful Gate of the Temple, and beg an alms of 
prayer from those who enter and find sweet repose therein. St. Bernard, 
St. Gertrude, St. Margaret Mary, and many others, will thus become 
our intercessors, and will obtain for us the favor which of ourselves 
we are unable to obtain. Aided by their prayers, we, too, shall gain 
entrance to this Divine Mansion, and rest forever in the Divine Heart 
where it is so sweet and blessed to dwell.

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Jesus, the King of Love 





EAR reader, have you received Jesus as a friend into 
your home? Have you made Him the King of your 
family? If you have not, this dearly loved Master 
beseeches you to open your home to Him as a refuge 
of love amid the storms of hatred and persecution 
launched against Him on every side. He asks it of you 
- because it is His right, and as a consolation to His 
Sask He pleads: “Open, for it is I, Jesus, the King of Love!” Yet 
He asks only that He may bless and reward you. 

Jesus wishes to have the place of a friend in families; but how 
often alas! is He denied that pleasure. Or, if He is received, is it 
not with constraint and diffidence, almost as though He were a stranger? 
And yet, there is so much need of Him in the family sanctuary. Our 
whole being has need of God, our Creator, our Sustainer. There is 
no minute of the day or of our lives when we can do without Him. 
It is true, we may always find Him in our churches where He dwells 
and waits so lovingly for us. But it is equally true that we cannot 
live in the church, nor work and suffer there. If we have need — as 
we assuredly do— of a God whom we can love, praise and worship 
in our churches, are we not equally in need of a God to whom we 
may pray at home, with whom we may share all our little daily joys 
and sorrows? 

In the early ages of the Faith, the Christians were permitted to 
carry the Sacred Species to their homes, that they might be able to 
partake of the Bread of Life more frequently. In our days, the beau- 
tiful devotion of the Enthronement of the Sacred Heart has become, 
as it were, a substitute for the reserving of the Sacred Species in the 
homes of Christians. Not that an image of the Sacred Heart can be 
compared to a consecrated Host; but where it is well understood and 
faithfully practiced, the Enthronement brings with it special graces 
of the presence of God, and of the Christian life lived with and for 
Jesus, under the very eye of Jesus. 

There is an intimate relationship between the worship of the 
Heart of Jesus and that of the Holy Eucharist, between the two taber- 
nacles: that of the altar and that of the home. Jesus reigns in the 
home as in the church, when He is enthroned and honored as the King 
of the family, and then it is that He shows what marvels of grace He 
can accomplish. When we have received Him as our King, and do 
not dethrone Him by our negligence, He showers His graces upon us; 
and lets us experience the tenderness of His love.

The True Spirit of the Enthronement 


In this connection, however, let us take care against performing 
the ceremonial of the Enthronement solely or principally from human 
or selfish motives, to obtain special favors or to win the special pro- 
tection of the Sacred Heart. Let us not regard this grace-bestowing 
devotion merely as a kind of charm which will ward off all troubles 
and misfortunes from our homes. If we do so, our Savior will un- 
doubtedly withhold His gifts and graces until we learn to offer Him 
a truer, purer love. 

It is true that the magnificent promises made by our Lord to St. 
Margaret Mary in favor of those who honor His Sacred Heart lead 
us to hope for personal advantages. But those who are sincerely devoted 
to Jesus, the King of Love, will make the Enthronement and remain 
faithful to it for His sake, as an act of love and reparation, as a 
consolation to Him who is so shamefully driven from families and 
from society. 

Such generous souls will cry out to Him: “O Jesus, Thou art the 
King of Love, and yet Thy royalty is so grossly insulted; Thou art 
the King of Love, and yet so few love Thee! Thou hast poured upon 
mankind the treasures of Thy Blood, Thy Heart, and yet Thou art so 
ignominiously repulsed. In order to show our love for Thee, to ac- 
knowledge the royalty of Thy Sacred Heart, to make reparation for 
the injuries and insults Thou dost receive, we open wide the doors of 
our hearts and our homes. Deign to enter! Thou shalt reign as 
Master, as King, as Friend and Brother. Thou shalt be loved, honored, 
comforted and served.” 

This is the true spirit of the Enthronement of the Sacred Heart. 
The beautiful words of the ceremonial of consecration clearly show 
that the family is giving something to our Lord, trying to afford Him 
pleasure. Only afterwards does it ask for and hope to receive the 
graces He has promised. If we are unselfish and generous in the gift 
of our hearts and homes to Him, we may rest confident that His gifts 
and graces will not long be wanting. The less we seek ourselves in 
our friendship with Jesus, the more we shall find through the merciful 
kindness of His Sacred Heart. To understand and seek the interests 
and desires of the King of Love is the true and infallible secret of 
winning favors from the Sacred Heart. 

The beautiful devotion of the Enthronement of the Sacred Heart 
in families is the means blessed by the Church of drawing hearts nearer 
to Jesus, of bringing souls into the true fold. It is, as it were, the 
tiny grain of mustard seed which is growing into a mighty tree, under 
whose sheltering branches thousands of families sing a hosanna of 
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love to the Divine Heart, in joy as well as in sorrow. It is but the 
beginning of that promise made at Paray-le-Monial, when our Savior 
disclosed to His faithful confidante the encouraging promise, “/ will 
reign by My Heart.” Let us help to hasten that glorious day when 
the Divine Heart will reign over hearts, over homes, over families 
and nations! During this month dedicated in a special way to the 
Adorable Heart of Jesus, let us often repeat for this intention the 
indulgenced ejaculation: Sacred Heart of Jesus, Thy kingdom come.

The Spirit of Love 


} S EASTER is the feast of faith and the Ascension the 
feast of hope, so Pentecost is the feast of love. For on 
this day we celebrate the grace-giving descent of Him 
who is called the “Spirit of Love.” The Holy Spirit, 
who is love in essence and in person, on the day of 
Pentecost inflamed the hearts of the apostles and dis- 
ciples with love of God, and engraved in their souls 
the New Law, which is the law of love. Amid the roaring 
of thunder and the flashing of lightning, Jehovah engraved the law of 
fear on tables of stone. Amid the rushing of a mighty wind and the 
flaming of fiery tongues, the Holy Spirit inscribed the law of love in 
the hearts of the first Christians. 

The law of love enjoins as its first and chief commandment, and 
in a manner much more emphatic than in the Old Law, that we love 
God with our whole heart, with our whole soul, with our whole mind 
and with our whole strength, and our neighbor as ourselves. To enable 
us easily and perfectly to fulfill this law of love, the Holy Ghost, on 
the day of our confirmation, which is for each of us another Pentecost, 
infused into our souls certain supernatural qualities, to make us atten- 
tive to His voice and responsive to His inspirations. These are seven 
in number, and are called the Gifts of the Holy Ghost. Their close 
relation to charity, or the love of God and neighbor, is thus explained 
in the inspired writings of St. Francis de Sales, who was himself a 
true seraph of love: — 
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The Gifts of the Holy Ghost — and Charity 


“The Holy Ghost, who dwells in us, wishing to make our soul 
supple, pliable and obedient with regard to His heavenly movements 
and Divine inspirations, which are the laws of His love, in the observ- 
ance of which consists the supernatural felicity of this present life, 
bestows upon us seven properties and perfections, called, in the Holy 
Scripture and in the books of theologians, Gifts of the Holy Ghost. 
Now, they are not only inseparable from charity, but, speaking pre- 
cisely, they are the principal virtues, properties and qualities of charity. 
For: 1. Wisdom is in fact no other thing than the love which relishes, 
tastes and experiences how sweet and delicious God is. 2. Understand- 
ing is nothing else than love attentive to consider and penetrate the 
beauty of the truths of faith, to know thereby God in Himself, and then 
descending from this to consider Him in creatures. 3. Knowledge, on 
the other hand, is but the same Jove, keeping us attentive to the knowl- 
edge of ourselves and creatures, to make us reascend to a more perfect 
knowledge of the services which we owe to God. 4. Counsel is also 
love, insomuch as it makes us careful, attentive and wise in choosing 
the means proper to serve God holily. 5. Fortitude is love, encouraging 
and animating the heart, to put into execution that which counsel has 
determined should be done. 6. Piety is the love which sweetens labor, 
and makes us, with good heart, with pleasure, and with a filial affection, 
employ ourselves in works which please God, our Father. And 7. Fear 
is nothing but Jove, insomuch as it makes us fly and avoid what is 
displeasing to the Divine Majesty. 


A Mystical “Jacob’s Ladder” 


“So charity will be another Jacob’s ladder to us, consisting of 
the seven Gifts of the Holy Ghost, as of so many sacred steps, by which 
angelic men will ascend from earth to heaven, to be united to the heart 
of God Almighty, and by which they will descend from heaven to 
earth, to take their neighbor by the hand and lead him to heaven. For, 
as we mount the first step, Fear makes us forsake evil; on the second, 
Piety excites us to will to do good; upon the third, Knowledge makes 
us discern the good we are to do and the evil we are to fly; upon the 
fourth, by Fortitude we take courage against all the difficulties which 
occur in our enterprise; upon the fifth, by Counsel we make choice of 
suitable means; upon the sixth, we unite our understanding to God to 
behold and penetrate the features of His infinite beauty; and upon the 
_ seventh, we join our wills to God, to taste and experience the sweetness 
of His incomprehensible goodness. . . 
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“But if, after we have deliciously enjoyed these favors of love, 
we desire to return to the earth, to gain our neighbor to the same 
happiness: —from the first and highest step, where we have filled 
our will with a most ardent zeal and have perfumed our souls with 
the perfumes of God’s sovereign charity, we must descend to the second 
step, where our understanding receives an incomparable light and 
makes provision of the most excellent considerations and maxims, to 
glorify the Divine beauty and goodness. Thence we pass to the third, 
where, by the gift of Counsel, we consider by what means we may 
instil the relish and esteem of the Divine sweetness into our neighbor’s 
heart. Upon the fourth we take heart, receiving a holy Fortitude, to 
surmount the difficulties which might cross this design. Upon the fifth, 
by the gift of Knowledge, we begin to preach, exhorting souls to follow 
virtue and fly vice. Upon the sixth, we strive to implant Piety in them, 
that, acknowledging God for their loving Father, they may obey Him 
with a filial fear. And upon the last step we urge them to fear the 
judgments of God, so that, mingling this fear of being damned with 
filial reverence, they may more earnestly forsake the earth to ascend 
to heaven with us.” 

This, in brief, sums up the whole law of Christian perfection, for, 
as the Apostle says, “Love is the fulfilling of the law” (Rom. xiii. 10). 
That the Holy Ghost may strengthen and increase in us these Divine 
Gifts, so necessary to our salvation, let us often repeat the ejaculation: 
Come, O Holy Spirit, fill the hearts of Thy faithful and enkindle in 
them the fire of Thy Divine love!

*) ORPUS Christi is the festival on which all that is bright 
and fair unites to magnify the holy Sacrament of the 
Altar. It is the recognition and appreciation, the thanks- 
giving, of and for all the sublime gifts embodied in 
the Holy Eucharist. The Holy Eucharist is the great, 
all-embracing Sacrifice of the New Covenant. It is 
the queen of the sacraments, — the aim, the crown and 
seal of all the others. It is the permanent abode of God with us. 
For this threefold manifestation of Divine munificence the Feast of 
Corpus Christi is intended to be a public acknowledgment and a solemn 
thanksgiving. But above all it is a thanksgiving for the marvelous 
favor of the abiding presence of our Lord Jesus Christ in the Holy 
Eucharist, since it is around the continual presence of our Savior in 
the Blessed Sacrament that the ceremonial and the liturgical obser- 
vance of the feast are grouped. 

The spirit of Corpus Christi is essentially one of joy, of triumph, 
of holy exultation, because of the actual, continual dwelling of God 
among men. It is the enthusiastic expression of gratitude for all the 
benefits which that blessed presence confers upon us. Forgetting, as 
it were, her exile, the labors and conflicts of her life on earth, the 
Church Militant blends with the Church Triumphant in a joyous out- 
pouring of praise and gratitude for this Gift of unspeakable Divine 
condescension. 

Astonishment seizes us at the contemplation of that favor, so full 
of extreme love and infinite kindness, which our God deigns to show 
us in the Blessed Sacrament. Contemplating the mystery of Its insti- 
tution, we behold in spirit the Church Triumphant and the Church 
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Militant contending for the possession of the Son of God, become 
incarnate for love of man. The angels, longing for the return of 
their Lord and King, plead that the celestial gates may be thrown 
open to receive Him, since as God His rightful home is heaven. But 
the Church Militant pleads in behalf of her exiled children, among 
whom the Savior Himself has said it is His delight to dwell. And the 
Son of God, torn between love for His Heavenly Father and affection 
for His human brethren, Himself hesitates to make the choice. Then 
His eternal wisdom suggests a means by which He may satisfy the 
claims of both. He institutes the Blessed Sacrament, wherein He may 
continue to dwell on earth at the same time that He reigns in glory 
at the right hand of His Father in heaven, giving Himself wholly and 
entirely to each, with Body and Soul, Divinity and humanity. 

Truly may we rejoice in the possession of the Divine Gift of the 
Holy Eucharist, which permits us to share with the citizens of the 
Heavenly Jerusalem the blessed favor of the real presence of our 
Divine Lord. They indeed possess Him in unveiled vision, while we 
can see Him only with the eyes of faith; they behold Him face to face, 
while we adore Him beneath the Eucharistic veils. Nevertheless, 
through His abiding presence, the Church is truly the kingdom of 
God, a very heaven upon earth, the “tabernacle of God with men” 
(Apoc. xxi. 3). 

The God-man came to earth, not merely to accomplish the work of 
Redemption, but to abide here till the end of time. The incarnation 
is described in Holy Scripture chiefly as a dwelling and a tarrying: 
“The Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us” (John i. 14). 
“Behold, I am with you all days, even to the consummation’ of the 
world” (Matt. xxviii. 20). Between the Eucharistic presence of our 
Divine Savior and the mysteries of His life on earth, there exists a 
beautiful harmony. Who, when meditating on His secret, hidden so- 
journing in the tabernacle, is not involuntarily reminded of the quiet 
years of His childhood and hidden life in Bethlehem and Nazareth? 
Who, in His passing unheard and unseen through our streets and high- 
ways, can fail to recognize the Good Shepherd who never wearied of 
journeying from one end of the land to the other, blessing, consoling, 
healing, doing good? The Redeemer seems unable to forget His home 
on earth or to desist from the sweet custom of being with the children 
of men, conferring benefits upon them with His own hand, gladden- 
ing and brightening their lives with the thousandfold blessing of His 
presence. 

From this abiding presence, the Church derives all her light, her 
power, her strength. In it she possesses, as it were, the connecting link, 
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the centre of union between earth and heaven. For earth and heaven 
are really and actually united in Him who is the Head of the Church, 
the Divine King who rules over the twofold mystic kingdom, whose 
royal residence is both here and there. 

By this personal, uninterrupted dwelling amongst us, our Lord 
meets all the needs, all the aspirations of our nature. Though man may 
surround himself with all the enjoyments of earth, there still remains 
a void in his heart which God alone can fill. This yearning, this thirst 
of the soul after God which makes itself felt so powerfully in every 
human heart, our Savior satisfies, as far as is possible in this earthly 
existence, by His real and continual presence in our churches. The 
flickering lamp of the sanctuary shows us where God is actually to be 
found; it guides us to His feet. There He is, really and truly, only 
a few steps distant from us. He sees us and hears our whispered 
prayer, and the recollection, the.repose, the peace, the happiness which 
descend upon our heart like a breath from heaven, tell us clearly that 
our aspirations are. fulfilled. 

But alas! how many places there are in which our Savior’s gra- 
cious presence meets only with coldness and ingratitude. Indeed, there 
is no one, not even the most saintly among us, who has not to make 
reparation for shortcomings and infidelities toward the God of Love 
in the Blessed Sacrament. Wherefore, let us do our utmost to celebrate 
worthily the festival: of Corpus Christi, which has been instituted not 
only to render praise but also reparation to our Eucharistic Lord. Let 
us join in its celebration to the glory of our Lord and Savior and to the 
joy and happiness of our own heart. 

The everyday round of work, the pressure of earthly affairs, the 
cares and duties of daily life, the inward void and desolation we some- 
times experience, leave us no time for the enjoyment of true happiness. 
Yet happiness is the one thing we all instinctively seek. Corpus Christi 
is the festival of gladness for all the world. God is our joy; the 
Church is our joy. Heaven, faith, hope, charity, the public confession 
of our belief — these constitute our joy, and these we possess in the 
august solemnity of the procession of Corpus Christi. Jt is the pro- 
fession of the faith that glows within our hearts and shines upon our 
brow as the strains of the Lauda Sion resound throughout the ‘world. 
It is the profession of our hope, for in it we have a foretaste of heaven 
upon earth and in defiance of all our foes we go on-our way to the 
eternal country. Jt is the profession of our charity—of our deep 
rejoicing that Christ is our own and that we belong to Him, and of 
our desire that all the world should perceive that He is our all- 
surpassing Treasure and the faithful Companion of our earthly exile.

From His Eucharistic Throne in the Southwest 


when the monstrance was raised aloft in the little chapel in 

Tucson, Arizona, and Jesus gave His first Sacramental Blessing 
to a kneeling assembly of clergy, religious and laity. After the Bene- 
diction, the celebrant, none other than His Excellency Most Reverend 
Daniel J. Gercke, Bishop of Tucson, could, to his great joy, instead of 
replacing the Sacred Host in the tabernacle, place the ostensorium on 
the exposition throne which had been in preparation for some months. 
At that hour, adoration of the Most Blessed Sacrament exposed began 
in Tucson by the Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration of Clyde, 
Missouri, in their third sanctuary of Eucharistic praise. 

To trace the workings of Divine Providence to this hour strengthens 
one’s faith and enkindles one’s love for the Hidden God of the taber- 
nacle. One would need to go back to a scene in the Cathedral of SS. 
Peter and Paul, in Philadelphia, when the present Bishop of Tucson 
was consecrated for this far southwestern see. On that day, November 
6, 1923, the inspiration came, and with it the longing, to have per- 
petual adoration of the Most Blessed Sacrament in the diocese of which 
he was the newly appointed Shepherd. Just twelve years and one day 
later, November 7, 1935, his dream was realized. 

On that day, likewise, was fulfilled the ardent prayer of many a 
fervent Eucharistic lover in Tucson. The Benedictine Sisters are not 
the only adorers at this little shrine. Since the inauguration of the 
holy adoration, the laity have gradually learned that in no place can 
spiritual and temporal help be so readily obtained as from Jesus in 
the Most Blessed Sacrament... 

It is early morning in the Tucson chapel of Perpetual Adoration. 
Devout women come to unite with the Divine Victim in the holy Sacrifice 


S* months have passed since that memorable day, November 7th, 
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of the Mass. Ere they have left, a laborer in working clothes enters. As 
the hours pass, others come to adore or seek relief from their Lord and 
God in the Sacred Host. And when they leave, they know that not only 
the lighted candles and fragrant flowers represent them at the altar, 
but that virgin-souls kneel in their name to offer to the God of Love 
the homage of adoration, praise and reparation. Near noon, school 
children come to tell Jesus of their love, to bring flowers, not “for the 
altar,’’ but, as they say with their deep spirit of faith, “for JESUS.” 

Another frequent visitor to the chapel brings her new-born child, 
goes very close to the altar, and there consecrates her babe to Jesus 
in the Sacrament of His Love. Can it not be said of this babe, who has 
been dedicated to the Holy Eucharist from birth, as was said of the 
Baptist of old: ‘‘“‘What an one think ye shall this child be?’’ 

But it is at dusk, when the day’s work is over, that many come 
to the Master for His Benediction. What an inspiration it is to 
see a mother enter, holding her infant in her arms, with four little 
tots at her side. She kneels in the rear, in the dim candle glow, 
and directs the attention of her little ones to the Divine Lover of 
children in the Sacred Host. It is a scene strikingly similar to those 
days of old when the mothers of Judea brought their darlings to the 
Great Prophet for His Blessing. Today, faith is equally great, and the 
Blessing imparted by the hidden God in the Adorable Sacrament, equally 
powerful. That mother has learned to seek support from her Lord and 
Creator in her arduous task of rearing her little ones for God and for 
Holy Church. 

At evening Benediction, there are present again God’s little ones, 
students of the university, laborers, mothers, fathers, and men promi- 
nent in business and political circles. Prominent, too, among the kneel- 
ing group are real champions of the Faith who have given up country, 
home and wealth in their native Mexico, rather than deny their God. — 
All are kneeling to receive the Benediction of the God of Love and 
Strength, the Prince of Peace. There are many others who cannot 
come, but they know that the Most Blessed Sacrament is exposed in 
their city, that consecrated souls, in their name, are adoring and im- 
ploring graces from the Fount of all grace, the Eucharistic Heart of

The Blessed Trinity 


ROM the consideration of the existence of God and His Divine 
F attributes, we pass to the doctrine of the three Divine Persons in 

one God — the sublime and incomprehensible Mystery of the Most 
Holy Trinity. It seems providential that the sequence of our articles 
on the Apostles’ Creed presents this sacred Mystery for our considera- 
tion during the month in which the Feast of the Most Blessed Trinity 
falls.* Let us then enter into it with faith and love, as a preparation 
for that sublime feast. 

Among the mysteries of our holy religion, the Mystery of the Most 
Blessed Trinity deserves our highest esteem. Im this Mystery we be- 
hold the imperturbable foundation of our faith, the most secure support 
of our hope, and the strongest motive of our charity. The doctrine of 
one God in three Divine Persons is the keystone and crown of all re- 
vealed truths, the basis of Christianity, for upon it rests the whole 
structure of Christian faith and morals. Take away faith in the Blessed. 
Trinity and you will remove at the same time faith in the incarnation 
of the Son of God and His Redemption, faith in a Church guided and 
inspired by the Holy Spirit, and you will deprive us of the Adorable 
Sacrifice of the Mass, of the Divine Food of our souls, of the abiding 
presence of the Son of God on our altars, of the fountains of the holy 
sacraments. We see, therefore, that one who denies faith in the Holy 
Trinity cannot be a Christian. The necessity of this faith is expressed 
in the Athanasian Creed (which forms a part of the Divine Office on 
Trinity Sunday and certain other Sundays of the year): — 

Whosoever desires to be saved, before all things it is necessary that he 
hold the Catholic faith. Which faith, except every one do keep entire and 
inviolate, without doubt he shall perish everlastingly. Now the Catholic faith 
is this: that we worship one God in Trinity, and Trinity in Unity, neither con- 
founding the Persons nor dividing the substance. For there is one Person of 
the Father, another of the Son, another of the Holy Ghost. But the Godhead 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost is one; the glory equal, 
the majesty co-eternal... 


Revealed to Us by God 


Whence do we derive our knowledge of this mysterious truth — 
that there are three Persons in God: The Father, not begotten; the Son, 
begotten from eternity by the Father; and the Holy Ghost, proceeding 
eternally from the Father and the Son? The great book of nature pro- 
claims, indeed, the existence of God, but that there are three Persons

in God it does not reveal. (Having knowledge of this Mystery, however, 
we can trace multiple reflections of it in nature.) Neither could our 
human understanding have arrived at this knowledge of itself, for 
although the Mystery of the Blessed Trinity, like all mysteries, is not 
contrary to reason, it is above reason. Only through Divine revelation 
could we learn this sublime truth. 
In the Old Testament it was in- 
timated and implied by the pro- 
phets, but it was reserved to our 
Lord Jesus Christ to reveal it 
openly and clearly. 

At the beginning of His public 
life, when our Lord was bap- 
tized, the heavens opened, the 
Spirit of God hovered above Him 
in the form of a dove, and a 
voice was heard from the clouds, 
saying: ‘“‘This is My beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased’’ 
(Matt. iii. 16). Here we discern 
the Father in the voice from 
heaven, we behold the Son in the 
form of man, and the Holy Ghost 
in the form of a dove. During 
the three years of His public 
ministry, Jesus often spoke of 
God, His Father; of Himself, the 
Son, as being one with the Fa- 
ther; and of the Holy Ghost, the 

‘phe trae God is Unity in Trinity, Spirit of Truth, whom the Father 

and Trinity in Unity.’’ would send into the world. Es- 
pecially significant are His words 
recorded by St. John: “I will ask the Father, and He shall give you 
another Paraclete” (xiv. 16); “But the Paracleté, the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in My Name, He will teach you all things’’ 
(26). Here our Lord clearly indicates three distinct Persons; for, 
without question, the Father who is being asked is not the same Person 
as the Son who is asking; and the Holy Ghost who is to be sent is 
another Person than the Son who asks and the Father who sends. 
Before His ascension into heaven, our Lord gave to His apostles 
this solemn mandate: “Going, therefore, teach ye all nations; baptizing 
them in the Name (not Names) of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
Holy Ghost’’ (Matt. xxviii. 19). In obedience to this Divine command, 
the apostles proclaimed everywhere the Mystery of the Most Holy 
Trinity, as the fundamental doctrine of the Christian religion. The 
Fathers of the Church, in turn, having received this doctrine from the 
apostles, propagated it by word and writing. The holy martyrs stead- 
fastly professed it in the face of most painful torments, and sealed it 
with their blood. The holy Catholic Church has ever victoriously de- 
fended it with the sword of faith, and preserved it to us pure and 
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unimpaired. She has always striven to instil the doctrine of this 
sublime Mystery deeply in the hearts of her children, as witnessed by 
her liturgy. In the Name of the Most Holy Trinity — that is, by the 
Sign of the Cross — she begins and ends all her sacred functions, and 
appends to her prayers the formula: “Through Jesus Christ, Thy Son, 
our Lord, who liveth and reigneth with Thee, in the unity of the Holy 
Ghost...’’ In the Name of the Most Holy Trinity she bestows all her 
blessings, and imparts or augments the life of grace in the holy sacra- 
ments. And there is no hymn of praise which resounds more frequently 
within her consecrated walls than the eulogy: “‘Glory be to the Father, 
and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost...” 


Each Person is True God 


The Father is true God, the Son is true God, and the Holy Ghost 
is true God. Each individual Person possesses the Divine nature and 
essence whole and entire, together with all the Divine perfections and 
attributes. The Council of Toledo (A.D.675) declares that ‘each 
Person is God in the full sense of the word... The Divinity is not 
lessened in the Persons individually and is in no wise increased in them 
collectively.’’ Similarly the Fourth Lateran Council (A.D. 1215) teaches 
‘“‘We believe and profess that there is a supreme, incomprehensible and 
indescribable Being, Father, Son and Holy Ghost, which is all three 
Persons together and each Person in particular.” 

Holy Scripture also gives many testimonies to the Divinity of each 
of the three Persons of the Holy Trinity, like the following: ‘‘I ascend 
to My Father and to your Father, to My God and to your God’”’ (John 
xx. 17). “In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God” (John i. 1-2). ‘“‘Thou hast not lied to men, 
but to God”’ (Acts v. 2-4), referring to the Holy Ghost. 


Three Persons, but Only One God 


It is the express teaching of the Church, as well as of Holy Scrip- 
ture, that the three Divine Persons are only one God, because all three 
possess one and the same indivisible nature and essence. ‘“‘The Father 
is God, the Son is God, and the Holy Ghost is God; and yet there are 
not three Gods, but only one God,’ declares the Athanasian Creed. 
Should someone endeavor to lead us into error with the artful question: 
“If the Father is one God, the Son one God and the Holy Ghost one 
God, does it not necessarily follow that there are three Gods?”’ let us 
make answer: ‘“‘The Catholic Church does not teach that the Father is 
one God, the Son one God and the Holy Ghost one God; for such an 
expression would indicate that each Person has a being different from 
the other two. She teaches that the Father is God, the Son is God and 
the Holy Ghost is God, because all three Persons possess the Divine 
nature and essence. And since there are not three Divine essences, but 
only one, so also there are not three Gods, but only one God. The 
Divine nature and essence is not divided among the three Persons, but 
is whole and entire in each; for the Divine essence is indivisible and 
cannot be dissolved into parts.’’ 

The human understanding cannot grasp this Mystery, yet we are 
bound to believe it because God, the infallible Truth, has revealed it. 
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St. Augustine, an illustrious doctor of the Church, composed a learned 
treatise on the Mystery of the Most Holy Trinity. Wishing to fathom 
its depths, he spent entire days and nights in pondering over it. One 
day, while taking a walk along the seashore as a relaxation from his 
hours of work and study, he came upop a little boy dipping water from 
the sea with a spoon and emptying it into a small pit in the sand. ‘‘What 
are you doing, my boy?” the saint asked curiously. ‘I am trying to dip 
the sea into this hole,’’ answered the child. ‘“‘But do you not know that 
that is impossible?’ responded St. Augustine. Promptly the boy re- 
plied: ‘‘Not more impossible than for you to comprehend the immeasur- 
able and incomprehensible Mystery of the Holy Trinity.’’ Hereupon 
he vanished, and St. Augustine recognized in him an angel who had 
been sent to impart to him this admonition. 


Comparisons from Nature 


Though we can never fathom the profound Mystery of the Blessed 
Trinity, we can draw many comparisons from nature to assist us in 
forming an idea of its existence. In a social gathering of people there 
was once a heated discussion about the incomprehensibility of there 
being three Persons in one God. One of those who defended this truth, 
a simple and upright man, came forward and ordered three vessels to 
be brought to him. In the first he placed ice, in the second, snow, and 
in the third, water. When, after a short time, the snow and ice had 
melted, he poured the contents of the three vessels into one, which now 
contained only water. By this simple illustration he clearly demon- 
strated to the objectors the sublime truth that the three Divine Persons, 
though distinct from one another, are of one and the same substance 
and therefore only one God. 

Similarly, a rose has form, color and fragrance — three distinct 
qualities, but so inseparably united as to make, not three roses, but 
one. The three angles of a triangle form, not three triangles, but only 
one. The three leaves of the clover or the shamrock, each distinct 
in itself, but united in one, also picture the unity and trinity of God. 
Electricity produces light, heat and power — three distinct forces, but 
all united in a single element. All these comparisons give a vague 
idea of the existence of the Triune God. 

But nowhere does the image of the Holy Trinity shine forth more 
beautifully than in the soul of man. For, like the angelic spirits, the 
soul has three natural powers: the memory, the intellect and the will, 
which God bestowed upon it that it might know Him, love Him and 
enjoy Him. Now, as the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost are one 
God, of one Divine substance, so these three spiritual powers are the 
essence of one soul. And as the three eternal and inseparable Persons 
of the Divinity operate inseparably, so do the three inseparable powers 
of the soul. For the memory does not recall or reflect upon anything 
without the intellect and the will; nor does the intellect know anything 
without the memory and the will; nor can the will choose or love 
anything without the memory and the intellect. 

In the Blessed Trinity, therefore, there is distinction of Persons 
but unity in essence. The Father is one Person, the Son another Per- 
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son, and the Holy Ghost a third Person; hence it was possible for the 
Second Person to assume our human nature without the First and Third 
Persons assuming it. It would be heresy to say that the Father, the 
Son and the Holy Ghost are one person, having three different appella- 
tions; or that they are three inconsistent manifestations of the same 
Godhead, the only difference consisting in this, that God revealed Him- 
self to us at one time as our Creator, at another time as our Redeemer, 
and at another, as our Sanctifier. Just so it would be heresy to divide 
the Divine essence or to distinguish between the Divinity of the three 
Persons. Although there are three Persons distinct from one another, 
there is but one Omnipotence, one Wisdom, one Love, one Life, one 
God, and the three Divine Persons are not separated and cannot be. 
“The Divine Wisdom (the Son) is the reflection of the Eternal Light’ 
(Wisdom vii. 26). ‘As lustre is inseparable from light, so also the Son 
is inseparable from the Father’ (Council of Toledo, 675). And as the 
Holy Ghost proceeds from the Father and the Son by an eternal spira- 
tion, and is the substantial Love of them both, it follows that He is 
inseparable from them. To be continued

The all-merciful love of God permits a soul to finish there the prepara- 

tion required before it may take its place in the eternal festival of 

the Lamb without stain. 

The Sacred Heart of Jesus constantly operates in purgatory the 
work of Redemption, effecting the purification and liberation of the 
suffering souls by the merits of His Passion and Death, renewed un- 
ceasingly upon the Eucharistic altars of earth. The devoted Shepherd 
of the Sacrament watches over this region of pain with loving tender- 
ness; He sheds light upon the darkness that envelops it; He pours 
waves of refreshment upon its torturing fires. He penetrates it with 
an atmosphere of peace and silent resignation. He keeps alive therein 
love and hope: a love that no punishment can destroy, a hope assured 
of its recompense. He lives there, and the suffering souls in the midst 
of their pain live of His life and for His glory. 

The tender ties which unite our Savior in the Sacrament of His

Love with the suffering souls in purgatory were once revealed to St. 
Margaret Mary, the confidante of the Sacred Heart. She tells in her 
writings that one Holy Thursday night, when praying before the Blessed 
Sacrament for a certain soul, our Lord showed it to her under the very 
base of the chalice in which He then reposed. There that soul was 
finishing its purgatory. Then Jesus asked St. Margaret Mary to assist 
it by uniting herself yet more closely to Him and by doing all the 
good she possibly could and offering these alms for the release of the 
suffering soul. 

The normal time of trial in which to merit heaven is the short 
span of life granted to each person upon earth. The Divine munificence 
has surrounded us with precious gifts; the providence of the Redeemer 
has supplied us with powerful aids: He shares our life with us, leading 
us, feeding us with His own sacred Flesh, and raising us constantly 
after our falls. Assuredly, then, Divine Justice and Mercy would be 
well justified to judge each one definitely at the last moment of life 
which ends the time when we may labor and merit for eternity. This 
judgment would mean heaven for those who have “washed their robes 
and have made them white in the Blood of the Lamb” (Apoc. vii. 14) 
and eternal perdition for those whose souls are stained with sin, how- 
soever slightly. If the Lord who is the sovereign Master of His gifts, 
had found this plan acceptable, it would have been perfectly just, and 
no one would have had a right to demand more of Him. 

But Divine Mercy, which has guarded every moment of our lives, 
gives to all souls not radically separated from Jesus Christ by mortal 
sin at death, an assured means of washing away the last remnant of 
their stains, a means of discharging the whole temporal debt of their 
sins, a reprieve in which to finish their preparation for heaven. It 
is purgatory. Whoever is admitted to purgatory has the assurance of 
one day being admitted into heaven. 

Were the fires of purgatory still-more ardent, the privation of 
the sight of God yet more painful, and this period of pain to endure 
for ages, the just upon earth and the sufferers in purgatory would still 
recognize in the establishment of this place of purgation God’s true 
masterpiece of mercy. For every created soul receives while on earth 
all and even more graces than necessary to merit immediate entrance 
into heaven after death, and yet how few there are who render them- 
selves worthy. of this privilege. Do not the Savior’s words ever remain 
true: “Many are called, but few are chosen”? But because of God's 
invention of merciful. love — purgatory — the majority of Christians 
will one day attain ‘eternal blessedness in fulfillment of the Divine 
utterance: “They shall be saved, yet so as by fire” (Cor. iii. 15)<
